The 
letter stated that the writer was a 
fireman on the Southern railsoad 
running between Atlanta and Nash- 
ville, Tenn.

IN GARRETT CASE 


Cumberland Court House, Va., July 
——(By the Associated Press. —The 
state scored twice’‘today in the trial 
sf Robert O. and Larkin ©. Garrett, 
charged with the murder of Rev. 
Exlward Sylvester Tierce, when Judge 
B. D. White granted a motion ‘asking 
Separate trials for the brothers and 
ater quashed the original jury venire 
which the state alleged was im- 
properly and illegally drawn. 

In seeking a severance the prose- 
cution asked that Larkin Garrett be 
tried first. 
and this defendant, who is the county 
commissioner in chancery, will go on 
trialtomorrow. 

Judge White stated that he quashed 
the regular jury venire because of the 
irregularity of the manner in which it 
was drawn. At the same time he an- 
nounced that he had prepared a list 
of 100\names from the voting list of 
the eounty. These names were placed 
in the hands of the sheriff with in- 
structiOns to summon the veniremen 
selected by the court to appear to- 
morrow. From this list the court 
will attempt to secure a jury to try 
Larkin Garrett. Judge White ex- 
plained that in preparing the special 
venire list he had not selected citizens 
of the Madison district, in which the 
court house is located and in which 
the killing of the minister occurred. 

‘Much Argument. 

Argument of attorneys over vari- 
ous motions occupied most of the day. 
The state early in the session asked 
the court to grant a change of venire, 
which«would call the jury from an- 
qther county, but this was denied and 
a few minutes later Judge White 
overrruled a motion of the defense to 
have the special venire drawn from 
the jury box. 

Practically all of the morning ses- 
sion of the court was devoted to the 
state’s motion for a severance.

“That would throw the question in 
conference, and I believe that out 
of a conference between the senate 
and house it will be possible to get a 
satisfactory measure. 


Anxious To Help. 


“T stand ready, willing and, indeed, 
anxious to lend a helping hand. I be- 
lieve there are others in the state— 
different interests that would come 
forward with constructive sugges- 
tions,” 

Governor Walker insisted that it 
would be folly to defer consideration 
of tax legislation until next sum- 
mer’s session.

Lament Closing 


Of Island Haven

St. John’s Haven, an orphanage for 
boys on St. Simon’s Island, will 
close Wednesday after a heartbreak- 
ing struggle for funds since its found- 
ing, years ago, by a man with five 
dollars as his sole worldly posses- 
sions. 

It started with five boys and its 
ranks swelled till half a hundred were 
enrolled. 

Many of the fifty lads have al- 
ready departed, and the remainder are | 
ready to go, some to return to pover- 
ty stricken homes, and others will be 
sent to other charitable institutions. 

The boys are sad, for the Haven 
has been their only home during most 
of their young lives. They have 
been kindly treated and after the day’s 
chores were over they would don 
bathing suits, run down to the beach 
and plunge into the salty surf, the 
same as the children who lived at the 
hotel or in the summer cottages. On- 
lv in the surf did they appear the 
same as the boys who came from At- 
lanta and other cities for a summer of 
enjoyment. But their happy hours 


and in the water are over. 
Adversity Won. 

The man who started the place at | 
the age of twenty-one, fought with 
the vision and courage that only a 
man with the interests of’ others at 
heart could fight. 

But adversity won. His health | 
broke down. He could not “carry 
on,” and is now working at a hotel 


in Asheville, N. C. 

Brunswick philanthropists | who! 
took up the work found it a drain on | 
their bank accounts and accordingly 
the board of directors deeided to close 
up the Haven. As A. J. Gordon, one 
of Brunswick’s largest merchants, 
explained, there are four or five oth- 
er homes continually needing money 
and the Haven just had to be closed. 
Every one expressed sorrow, but no 
one ventured. forth to champion the 
cause of the little homeless men of 
tomorrow. 

Georgia national guardsmen, during 
the fifteen-day encampment on the) 
island, took kindly to the children and | 
endeavored to make their days a little 
happier. They bought the kids drinks. 
candy and other things at the can- | 
teens and the little lads could be seen | 
on the company streets any time dur- | 
ing the day ready to do something for 
the men in khaki. They would shine 
shoes, go for a canteen can of water, 
and respond to all other requests.

Unless, therefore, the subcommittee of 
the subcommittee of ihe constituticnal 
amendments committee of the house reports 
as parts of its bill, provisions, first, reliev-

THE INEVITABLE ANSWER! 
lf highway traffic continues to 


be menaced by reckless driving, 4s 
it is today; and the sacrifice of life 
and limb to this dare-devil, intoxi- 


cated—frequently criminal and al- 
ways inexcusable—spirit continues 


at the same rate it is today, there 


is only one answer, and that is rigid 
federal laws providing both the 
licensing and indemnity ponding of 
all-automobile drivers using inter- 
state highways, backed by similar 
state laws covering and protecting 
such intrastate traffic. . 

It is coming to that—as serious 
as may be the very thought of it— 
unless prevailing recklessness is 
radically controlled without further 
delay or parley. 

Instead of the situation getting 
better it is getting worse, despite 


the safety campaigns, the vigilance 


of arresting officers and the force 
of public appeal. 

The past seventy-two hours have 
beea almost record-breakers in this 
alarming condition in Atlanta, and 
in this section of Georgia. One of 
the most distressing highway trage- 
dies of recent months “was the kill- 
ing of four nien on the Atlanta- 
Gainesville highway near Flowery 
Branch Saturday. From all accounts 
inexcusable recklessness on the part 
of the driver, a victim of his own 
acts, was directly responsible. Push- 
ing a high-powered, heavy automo- 
bile along a highway at 80 miles an 
hour, or at anything approximating

death not only for the occupants of 
the car thus driven, but for others 
who may be in the path of the 
speed-demon. 

The killing of a little 6-year-old 
girl and the wounding of several 
others, many of whom were chil- 
dren, on the streets of Atlafta Sun- 
day, due as alleged to the reckless- 
ness of the two fathers who drove 
the colliding cars, is another in- 
stance of that spirit of indifference 
to the lives of those entrusted to 


the care of automobile drivers, that,

The full service of the paved

The Georgia legislature is enter- 
ing into the last quarter of its ses- 
sion with little accomplished so far, 
but with plenty of foundations built 
upon which to quickly erect some 
substantial structures. 

It is to be hc ped it will measure 
up to its respopsibilities, and an- 
swer the distress call of Georgia for 
relief from a treasury status that is 
obstructing progress, and losing for 
the state Héf Boasted empire posi- 
tion.

sembly is of a aigh order. Many 
of as sound ana safe leaders as there 
aré in the state are members of this 
body. It has the intellectual ability, 
the honor, the judgment, to submit 


basic tax system that will impose 
no hardships, offer no immunities, 
and prescribe no penalties—a sys- 
tem just and fair and adequate to 
meet Georgia’s demands—and it fs 
the duty of this legislature at this 
session to submit such a system.

Not alone for this good reason is 
it imperative to submit a tax system 
this year, if one is to be submitted 
at all, but it is unfair to the people 
of Georgia to wait until next year 
and then to precipitate upon them 
a complete revision of state taxa- 
tion to be voted upon at the end 
of a short two-months campaign, 
and in the midst of the heat and 
fire of national and state election 
campaigns. 

A tax system submitted now can 
be orderly and intelligently studied 
and the public mind largely concen- 
trated before the campaigns of next 
year get under full headway. In 
that way it can be kept out of poli- 
tics to a large extent. 

The people of Georgia are watch- 
ing this legislature. A great deal 
has been said about the magnificent 
spirit of harmony and cooperation 
shown among the members. Then 
is it not reasonable to expect some 
concrete, constructive evidence of 
that spirit?

Discusses Proposal 
For Severance Tax 


Greene County Ordinary 
Says Executors’ Bonds 
Should Be Reduced 


Editor The Constitution: I have 
your editorial on severance taxes in this 
motning’s Constitution. You state the 
case very clearly, and as I have given 
some study to the severance tax law as it 


operates in Louisiana I am sure that such | 


a law would be impracticable for Georgia. 
e state of Louisiana has such a variety 
natural resources, including gas and 
that the work of their state conserva- 
tlon commission can be financed by this 
method of taxing these resources when they 
are severed from the land or water. 

In Georgia, as your editorial points out, 
we have very few natural resources other 
than forest products, and these are so de- 
pleted now that the very moderate li- 
cense taxes proposed for the forest products 
industries will not be more than enough to 
give our state adeuqate forest fire pre- 
vention for the perpetuation of these in- 
dustries, 

Thoughtful people may admit that the 
work of forest protection in Georgia should 
properly be financed by funds appropriated 
from the general treasury, since forestry 
is a consumer’s problem, but the forest 
products’ industries themselves realize that 
the condition of our state treasury will not 


ter how badly our forest ‘areas and idle 


lands are in need Of protection from fire. | 


Therefore, when the organized industries 
which obtain their raw material from the 
forest have given sufficient thought to this 
problem to come forward now and request 
that they be allowed to pay a privilege 
tax for the specific purpose of raising a 
special forestry fund and 
tribute to the perpetuation of their own 
industries through state leadership and en- 
couragement, I am of the opinion that these 
far-sighted lumbermen and naval stores 
people and mannfacturers are placing them- 
selves in the position of benefactors as well 
as using good business judgment of this 
critical time for the proper development of 
Georgia. 

The citizen's committee, which made up 
the schedule of license taxes for financing 
the work of the Georgia state board of 
forestry, was made up ef representatives 
and leaders in forest and agricultural in- 
dustries. " 

This very moderate schedule of privi- 


lege taxes was approved by *the Georgia 
state board of forestry in view of the fact 
that our forest areas are already so de- 
pleted that we cannot afford to wait longer 
for giving the protection meeded by these 
industries and by all who are dependent 
upon the forests. It is obviously unfair to 
expect the forest products industries to do 
more than is absolutely necessary for the 
first essentials in forest perpetuation, name- 
ly the financing of a forest fire warden 
organization under the supervision of the 
state board of forestry and the general 
educational and publicity work in forestry.

COATED TONGUE.- 
The only way the old doctor had to 
stop the flow of chatter for a mo- 
ment was to ask the patient to let him 


see her tongue. From my experience 
in practice I infer that the momen- 
tous deductions aud conclusions the 
medical fathers were wont to draw 
from the appearance of the tongue 
were more or less influenced by the 
blessed if brief intervals of silence 
vouchsafed by this ceremony. 

A coated tongue tells a story if it 
can be restrained long enough for the 
Goctor to inspect it thoroughly, but by 
no means betrays what ails the pa- 
tient. In fact, it is unusual to find 
a healthy individual without any coat- 
ing on the back of the tongue. When- 
ever an illness, acute or chronic, slight 
or severe, impairs appetite and re- 
mfoves the normal incfination to mas- 
ticate food, the tongue is sure to be- 
come more or less coated or furred. 
lf even a healthy individual takes a 
liquid diet for a few days, say a milk 
diet, his tongue will probably acquire 
a coating. If one subsists on a diet 
which is too refined and which there- 
fore makes no demand upon mastica- 
tion, the tongue is likely to wear a tur 
coat. Any considerable los® or defect 
of the teeth, preventing thorough mas- 
tication, tends to keep a coat on the 
tongue. 

In some cases a yellow coating on 
the back of the tongue, noticed par- 
ticularly in the morning and perhaps 
associated with a disagreeable taste 
in the mouth, is due to reverse peri- 
stalsis which carries materials back 
from the stomach or even from the 
duodenum (where the bile is deliverea 
from the liver) and deposits it on the 
tongue. This condition 1s common tv 
many diseases of the digestive organs 
and the bile apparatus, and 1s a com- 
mon complaint in just plain overeat- 
in

cherism is one can best learn by read- 
ing Horace Fletcher's “The New Glut- 
ton er Epicure,” and “The A B OC of 
Our Own Nutrition,” published by the 
Il'rederick A. Stokes company, New 
York, N. Y., obtainable in mest pub- 
lic libraries. I should caution the lay- 
man not to take all that Fletcher 
teaches too seriously, particularly not 
his extreme suggestion of rejecting the 
residue that does not dissolve in the 
mouth. More thorough chewing of 
every morsel, however, is a healthful 
practice for everydody, and it is alsv 
healthful to select a reasonable pro- 
portion of foods which one-can chew 
with some satisfaction. The unmilled 
cereals, particularly wheat, make ex- 
cellent chewing. Wheat bran, plain, 
raw, baked, or in various recipes, is 
another satisfactury and wholesome 
thing to chew on. Lemons, oranges and 
apples are good medicine. The salads. 
fresh fruits and fresh vegetables make 
good chewing. The skins of potatoes 


‘| baked with the potatoes are well worth 


chewing. Wild rice (unpolished rice) 
in the raw makes a good chew, in my 
judgment. Raw carrots, raw potaty, 
and other raw vegetables are for some 
persons good to chew; certainly they 
are wholesome except perhaps for 
children under three or four years of 
age. Popcorn is fine chewing, when a 
delicacy is desired. All of these items 
are desirable in the diet for more than 
one reason.

Times have changed and almost all bonds 
jare bow made through bonding companies at 
'a stated premium per thousand. 

Sometimes it is necessary to keep an 
estate together for years, and when the 
original law was passed it was assuredly not 
in contemplation of the makers thereof that 
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estates—certainly not in double the amount 
of what in justice and equity it should be. 


{ have discussed this matter with a num- 
ber of representatives of bonding companies 
and without exception, so far as 1 revall, 
they have agreed with me, but have sug- 
gested that if such a measure were origi- 
nated by the companies it might be miscon- 
strued into @ movement in favor of the 
latter. 

Un its face it appears that the’ companies 
might suffer loss by the proposed amend- 
ment. I do not think s0P at least to any 
alarming extent, The present law in some 
instances induces administrators and others 
holding similar fiduciary positions to make 
extra effort to make private bonds, even to 
the embarrgssment of themselves and their 
friends, rather than pay what appears to 
them to be excessive premiums required by 
such companies by reason of the require- 
ments of the present law. 

In any event, if the amendment, is equit- 
able and just it should be passed regard- 
less of whose income is decreased thereby. 

If the preseut legislature is like most 
legislative bodies, lawyers preponderate, 
aud I take it that their experience in 
courts of ordinary will lead them to see 
the desirability of this amendment and to 
give it the eonsideration it deserves, thereby 
serving the interests of thousands of heirs, 
legatees and wards in this state.

The average grower allows his trees 


to bear all they will, amd unless the 
frost thins them they put on twice as 
many as they can develop into first- 
class peaches. The grower gives them 


no help, so they struggle under the 


load. Before the peaches are grown 
they are gathered and shipped. Lit 
tle, bard, sorry trash with much fur. 
No size, no color, no quality. 

Many peaches’ are going to the 
northern markets that would be an 
insult to one who knows peaches, even 
as a gift, and a well fed hog would 
not eat them. 

Is that the way to bulid up a great 
industry? ‘Thirty years ago there 
was a large acreage in grapes in Geor- 
gia. The growers soon got the idea 
that the consumer would pay well for 
just any kind of grapes, so they fed 
them on green, rain-bursted, stemmy 
trash and the grape business went on 
the rocks. 

Peaches improve some after gather- 
ing. This is why the 
peach business is still prosperous, but 
it might be much more so if the grow- 
ers had an eye to the future instead of 
today only. 

You cannot feed human beings on 
trash and expect to develop an appe- 
tite for it, and the time is not far off 
when the haaviest possible demand for 
Georgia 
much, 

Growers should cut out inferior va- 
rieties, should thin all overloaded 
trees, should let the fruit mature be- 
fore shipping and in so doing try to 
oost Georgia peaches instead of hurt 
their good name, and finally will it off. 

Some few peach growers are using 
the best methods and their peaches 
bring $2 per crate, where the other 
kind brings 60 cents. 

And the time igs coming when this 
class of growers’ will still make 


money, while the careless man who 
sees today only will fail. 

No man should plant more trees 
than he can take the best care of. Any 
who have more than that already 
planted should cut down the extra 
acreage. ‘The average Georgia peach 
going to market is only half as good 
as it can be and should be. The peach 
industry is a highly valuable asset to 
this ane a us build it up and 
not tear it down.

out just compensation, are mere rhet- 
orie utterances intended to delude the 
country into the belief that we are liv- 
ing in a free country, whereas in fact. 
we are living under the reign of me- 
diaeval tyranny and spoilation. 

Supreme Court Decisions. 

I will not enlarge this discussion 
by citing many of the judicial author- 
ities that will be found in the decis- 
ions of the courts of last resort in al- 
most every state in the union, but 
confine myself mainly to the law as it 
has been federally settled by the sn- 
preme court of the United States. 

In the case of the Monongahela 
Navigation company vs. United States 
(148 U. S. 312), conrress had author- 
izen the institution of proceedings for 
the acquisition of a lock and dam 
which conetituted a*~ part of the im- 
provement of the Monongzhela river. 
The entire improvement consisted of 
the construction of a series of locks 
and dams for the purpose of making 
the Monongahela river navigable at 
all seasons of the year. The improve- 
ment was at that time owned by a 
corporation which had been organized 
under the laws of the state of Penn- 
sylvanin. In the act. congress at- 
tempted to exclude from consideration 
in the condemnation proceedings the 
franchise as an element f value in 
determining the award. [non this 
point the supreme court said: 

“By this legislation congress seems 
to have assumed the right to determine 
what shall be the measure of com- 
pensation. But this is a judieial. and 
not a legislative question. The legis- 
lature may determine what private 
property is needed for public pur: 
poses; that is a question of a political 
and legislative character. But when 
the taking has been ordered, then the 
question of compensation is judicial. 
It does not rest with the public, tak- 
ing the property, through congress 
or the legislature, its representative, 
to say what compensation shall be 
paid, or even what shall be the rule 
of compensation. The constitution has 
declared that just compensation shall 
be paid, and the ascertainment of that 


is a judicial inquiry, In Charles River 


Bridge vs. Warren Bridge, 11 Pet. 


420, 571, Mr. Justice McLean in his 


opinion, referring *to a provision for 
compensation found in the charter of 
the Warren bridge, uses his language: 
“They (the legislature) provide that 
the new company shall pay annually to 
the college, in behalf of the old one, 
a hundred pounds. By this provision 
it appears that the lerislature has 
undertaken to do what a jury of the 
country only could constitutionally do 
—assess the amount of compensation 
to. which the complainants are enti- 
tled.’

According to the annual report of 
the district attorney, 46 more criminal 
cases were on the docket of the 
United States district court for the 
northern district of Georgia at the 
close of business on June 30, 1923, 
than for the previous period ending 
June 30, 1922. This report, which 
was sent to Washington on Monday, 
showed the following: 

Only 1,291 cases were disposed of durine 
the year, while 1,337 were initiated, the 
report showed.

This is the safest and best milk for 
baby at all times, and particularly 
so during the warm weather. There 
is no food so easily digested and free 
from harmful germs. Do not give up 
trying to nurse your baby until 
everything has been done to make it 
possible for him to have nature's 
food. Evenasmall quantity of breast 
miik each day (supplemented with 
artificial feedings) is of decided ad- 
vantage to your baby’s well being. 
Where breast bilk is sufficient you 
will “have no bottles, nipples, and 
other utensils to keep clean, and no 
milk bills to pay: When your doe- 
tor tells you that you cannot nurse 
your baby, other means may then be 
considered—but not until then. 
Nurse your baby at regular inter- 
vals, allowing sufficient time for each 
feeding. The intervals between feed- 
ings vary from two to four hours. 
and the time allowed for each nurse- 
ing, from fifteen to twenty minutes. 
If artificial feedings are neccessary 
in addition to breast milk—it is best 
to alternate the bottle feeding with 
the breast feeding. By sO doing the 
breasts are _ stimulated § frequently 
which increases their flow of milk. 
The schedule should be adjusted to 
suit the individual requirements.

Chicago, July 30.—Grain exchanges

ply and demand.’ ” 
“In view of the commission’s con- 


clusion, based on long and thorough | 


inquiry,’ Mr. Mauff's statement said 
“it seems pertinent to ask why the 
commission should suggest new restrie- 
tions for the already overburdened 
exchanges. All agitation, all legisla- 


tion has been based on the contention | 
of political agitators, now branded | 
as false by the commission, has caused | 


chaos in an industry and for three 
years has compelled the exchanges to 
fight for their existence.” 

The commission now recommends 
a new set of restrictions, he declared 
instead of offering suggestions to per. 
mit the exchanges. to return to nor- 
mal conditions, which he said would 
do more than any other one thing 
to aid the grain farmer. Most of 
the commission's recommendations 
would add new and unnecessary bur- 
dens to the exchanges, Mr. Mauff de-

OnHighwayProbe 


Declaring that an investigation of 
the state highway board is more im- 
portant at this session “of the legis- 
lature than passage of tax legisla- 
tion, Representative McMichael, of 
Marion, Monday night urged a caucus 
of members of the’ house to postpone 
tax bills calling for constitutional 
amendments until a later session. He

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IN CARE OF CHILDREN 


Washington, July 30.—Twentieth 
century mothers and babies, facing 
hardships of seventeenth century pio- 
neer life, are described in a report on 
“Maternity and Infant Care in a 
Mountain County in Georgia,” made 
public today by the United States de- 
partment of labor through the cbhil- 
dren’s bureau. 


This study is the eighth of a series 
of studies of country babies and 
mothers made by the children’s bureau 
in six states—Kansas, Wisconsin, 
North Carolina, Mississippi, Montana 
and Georgia. 

Georgia is praised by the children’s 
bureau for its “rapid strides in public 
health achievement” since the time of 
the bureau's study. The report. adds: 
“Noteworthy results, especially in the 
protection of maternity and infancy, 
were obtained through legislation and 
an especially vigorous and effective 
administration of the state board of 
health.” 

The Georgia county surveyed by the 
bureau lies in the southern-most ex- 
tension of the Blue Ridge mountain 
belt. Its people are American by 
birth and descent. “Because of the 
mountainous. character of the district, 
and lack of roads,” the report says, 
“their homes are isolated and often al- 
most inaccessible and they have not 
shared in the development of the rest 
of their state and nation. Some homes 
visited could not be reached even by 
wagon and had to be sought out by 
trail over mountains *and' through 
streams. A few mothers and fathers 
were visited who had not been to near- 
by villages in years; some had never 
seen a train.” 

According to the survey, 86 per 
cent of the mothers in the county who 
were questioned went through the 


‘rived after the birth 


period of pregnancy without any medi- 
cal aid whatever. Two-thirds were 
attended by physicians at childbirth, 
but in a number of cases the doctor ar- 
of the child. 
Seventy-seven per cent of the mothers 
attended were not visited at all after 
the birth of the baby. No physician 
was reported in attendance at the 
deaths of more than two-thirds of the 
babies in the group studied who died 


‘in their first year. 


Ignorance in the care and feeding of 
infants on the part of many of the 
mothers visited wag pointed oot in the 
report. which recommends as the most 
immediate need of the mountain 
mother a@ rural public health nursing 
service, so that instruction on mater- 
nity care and also on the care of 
babies ean be brought to the mother 
in her home. 

The report adds: 

“A survey of state health activities 
up to the close of 1921 shows 
marked progress in Georgia in the 


promotion of protection for maternity 
and infaney. ‘The state has been ad- 
mitted to the United States death-reg- 
istration area and registration 
births is rapidly being perfected to 
meet the requirements for admission. A 
‘division of child hygiene organized in 
the state board of health has developed 
‘a well-rounded program for the con- 
servation of the health of mother and 
child. State legislation for the pre- 
vention of blindness was enacted in 
1918. County organization for health 
work, provided for by legislation in 
1914, has developed slowly.”
